Registration 


All meal reservations MUST be paid in advance. If you are coming for the day only, avoid the 
hassle of paying at the registration desk and save money. Preregistration for the day only is $20 if 
mailed in advance and $25 if paid at the door for each day. Remember, if you register at the door, 
you have to fill out a registration card. If you can’t attend the dinner but wish to stay for the activities 
afterwards, the cost is $20 for each night. 

The cocktail hour is for dinner guests only. If you come for the day only, but wish to 
stay for the cocktail hour and hors d’oeuvres, add $10 to the cost. 


PACKAGE PRICES: If you come for all 4 meals (Thursday through Sunday, cost is $197 
($187 for seniors). If you come for Thursday through Saturday, cost is $177 ($167 for seniors). If 
you come for Friday through Sunday, cost is $148 ($138 for seniors). Make reservations, pay early 
and avoid lines at the registration table.

Rooms and Parking
